WEB-OFFSET PAPER: 
LIGHT WEIGHT VS. HEAVY 


While most of the papers used on web- 
offset are in the light weight category 
(30 to 50 lb.), there is a growing de- 
mand for heavier weights of 60 to 80 
lb. In the area of heavier weights, web- 
ofiset will compete for jobs formerly 
considered exclusively as sheet business. 
The use of heavier weight papers 
often raises the question: can papers 
normally supplied for sheet-fed equip- 
ment, either letterpress or offset, be 
successfully used on web-offset equip- 
ment? The answer is that some can 
but many cannot, especially if the job 

is to be run on heat set equipment. 
The base sheet and coating bond 
strength generally are adequate but in 
the case of paper designed for letter- 
press, water resistance of the coating 
may be a problem. The qualities de- 
signed into sheet grades, where drying 
is strictly by penetration and oxida- 
tion, are not always compatible to fast 
drying by application of intense heat. 
The danger here is blistering of the 
sheet. Papers for heat-set printing must 
be designed to release their moisture 
rapidly to prevent it from turning to 

steam within the sheet and erupting.

PHOTO COPYRIGHT FACTS 


When an editor asks a photographer 
to take a picture or a series of pictures, 
the editor (or the company for whom 
the editor works) owns the negatives 
and copyright, Earle H. Slater, Q.C., 
teacher of journalism law at the Univ. 
of Western Ontario, told a recent ses- 
sion of the Commercial & Press Photo- 
graphers’ Assn. in London, Ont. 

He emphasized, however, that should 
a free-lance photographer take pictures 
unrelated to the assignment, he would 
then own those copyrights. By the same 
taken, a photographer employed by a 
newspaper would not own the negatives 
oF copyright of pictures taken with 
company equipment as part of his regu- 
lar duties, 

Photographers who take pictures for 
Newspapers or magazines on specula- 





tion own the copyright even though the 
pictures are subsequently bought. Al- 
though the U.S. is not a member of the 
Berne Convention, it extends automatic 
copyright to photographers in Canada. 
Canada also offers automatic copyright 
to U.S. photographers.

OFFSET CONVERSION METHOD 
DEVELOPED AT R.I.T. 

An offset conversion method has been 
developed by the Rochester Institute 
of Technology, Rochester, N. Y. 

Double-offset transfer, a new method 
developed at RIT, is a direct conversion 
method, working from a_ letterpress 
form to an offset plate. The cylinder 
of a proof press is covered with a rub- 
ber blanket and an impression is taken 
directly from the form. 

The form is then removed from the 
press and replaced by a type-high im- 
pression base topped by a second blank- 
et; the image is transferred from the 
cylinder blanket to the impression base. 
The plate is positioned to the guides 
on the cylinder and the laterally re- 
versed image transferred from the base 
to the plate. 

The key to the method is a special 
ink, Conversion Black No. 20, developed 
by Homer W. Palmer & Co. of Chicago. 
It is high in content of fatty acids and 
silicones to repel the gum or coating 
which forms a protective stencil over 
the nonprinting area.

A new zig-zag folding, continuous forms 
collator, built to fold up to 30,000 
six-part, 844” forms per hour, is now in 
manufacture by the Hamilton Tool Co., 
Hamilton, Ohio. 

Using paper rolls 21” maximum 
diameter by 15” width, and non-pro- 
cessed carbon rolls 15” maximum diam- 
eter by 15” maximum width, it can also 
be used with processed carbon, if de- 
sired. 

Gluing stations are provided to apply 
glue to one or to any number of webs 
up to the capacity of the machine. It 
also incorporates interchangeable cross 
perforating units which perforate 
through paper webs and carbon in one 


operation.

WORLD NEWS © 
England: A device for automatically 
processing photographic materials has 
been introduced by J. F. Crossfield Ltd. 
of London. Called the Gammatron, it 
relies upon the science of densitometry. 
Using infra-red radiation which can- 
not expose the emulsion, the Gammat- 








































































ron densitometerically observes the 
course of development. When the den- 
sity range of two adjacent control 
patches on the photographic material 
reaches a selected value, machinery is 
automatically set into action, which re- 
moves the film or plate from the de- 
veloper and places it in a stop bath. 

The complete production model will 
automatically carry out all stages of 
processing including drying, if required. 
This model accepts a single film or 
plate of any standard size for develop- 
ment. As soon as one is out of the 
developer, the next is automatically 
accepted for development. Nitrogen 
burst is used to provide agitation for 
development. 


Canada: The United Nations Year 
Book shows that Canada produced 11,- 
900,000 metric tons of newsprint dur- 
ing 1956, almost half the world’s total 
output of that commodity. 

The U. S. is said to have used slightly 
more than half the world total produc- 
tion, while the next largest consumer 
of newsprint was the United Kingdom, 
with eight per cent.

England: The binding of the Folio 
Society’s latest publication, “Five Japa- 
nese Love Stories,” is made of a woven 
man-made fibre, viscose acetate. The 
binding, light green with a watered 
stripe, has a gold blocked spine. The 
Folio Society edition carries wood en- 
gravings by Mark Severin, who also 
designed the end papers. 
One of the latest adhesives of the poly- 
vinyl acetate emulsion type which have 
been found successful in experiments 
carried out in Great Britain and the 
United States for binding books by the 
“perfect” method, is a product known 
as “Polyvin” No. 594. 

The adhesive is supplied to the trade 
in a liquid consistency which is white 
in color. It is ready for use withou! 
heating or melting and the manufac 
turers say that all that is needed be 
fore using is to stir the adhesive.

England: A recent report showed that 
England imported 5,850 tons of printing 
equipment during 1957. Of this figure, 
595 tons were of bookbinding machin- 
ery, and 4,170 tons of presses. The 
total showed an increase of 980 tons 
over the previous year’s figure. 
Exports, amounting to 9,520 tons, in- 
cluded 1,187 tons of printing machinery 
complete, and 6,438 tons of other ma- 
chinery, including parts; typesetting 
machinery was responsible for 938 tons.

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WHO ARE YOU WORKING FOR AND WHEN? 


Some while ago, the Louisville Graphic Arts Association did some calculations which 
indicated that out of each 8-hour working day, totaling 480 minutes per employee, 
only 18%4 minutes were expended in working for a profit. The point was subse- 
quently picked up by a number of associations and publications, and it is worthwhile 
noting that the latest is the New York Employing Printers. But there is one sidelight 
that bears watching—the time left for profitmaking in the N.Y.C. area, based on 
1957 ratios, is only 13 minutes. The accompanying chart (courtesy N.Y. Employing 
Ptrs. Assn.) may serve to highlight this fact even more.

Nearly half the day is spent in producing payroll, light, power, spoilage and other 
factory expenses.

DEPRECIATION DEDUCTION ACCELERATION 
APPEARS LIKELY 


Out of committee for action in the House is the new small business tax relief bill, 
the product of both Administration and Congressional desires, which in addition to 
some operating loss carryback relief, offer a special depreciation allowance im- 
provement. 

As proposed, the bill will allow the immediate deduction in the year of purchase 
of 20% of the cost of certain investments in new or used machinery and equipment. 
and “other tangible personal property.” There is, however, a limit of $10.000 on such 
investment except in the instance of joint returns where the amount can be doubled. 
The allowance applies only to property with a useful life of six or more years. In 
effect, then, a plant buying a small folder or other item costing $10,000 may deduct 
$2000 in addition to the first year’s depreciation, and then use normal methods to 
obtain the remaining 80%, either the straight yearly deduction system or the declin- 
ing balance type. 

Operating loss carryback provisions may be upped by the bill to three years as 
compared to the current two year period. Application may also be made to spread 
the payment of estate taxes over a 10 year period in the case of closely-held businesses, 
where hardship by reason of immediate payment, can be shown. 

For full details and limitations of the bill, and its application to individual business, 
check with your accountant or tax aide. 



























































SURVEY OF COLLATING 


High speed collators feature shorter makeready 


and new machinery combinations for 


i= ADVENT OF HIGH SPEED COLLATING, 
a comparatively recent development in 
trade binding, has filled a multitude of 
pressing requirements while offering 
the industry a fruitful area for intense 
speculation. 

Opening still another door in the di- 
rection of automated bindery opera- 
tions, automatic collection of single 
sheets has paid some tidy dividends 
both in labor and time saved. 

It has frequently been said that no 
other type of bindery equipment illus- 
trates the evolution of labor saving 
machinery as does the field of collating 
equipment. Proof of the proverbial 
pudding lies in the fact that an in- 
creasing number of collating machines 
have lately been introduced to the field 
and their reception has been exceeding- 
ly warm and encouraging. 

For the most part, this broad ac- 
ceptance may be attributed to the 
growth in quantity orders for business 
forms, calenders, advertising literature 
for direct mail, single catalog sheets 
for mechanical bindings, and similar 
products. 

Secondary to the demand but never- 
theless of critical importance have been 
recent improvements in the operating 
efficiency and general scope of collat- 
ing equipment. Notable on the list are 
faster speeds, shorter makeready, auto- 
matic detection of faulty signatures, 
simplified operation and machinery 
combinations for automatic stitching 
and folding. 


Hand collating 

Today, much sheet collating is still 
done by hand in binderies which accept 
only an occasional collating job as a 
special service to their customers. The 
average rate for hand work is about 
2.200 sheets per hour for 8 sheet sets. 
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Stapling reduces the rate to 1,500 sheets 
per hour. 

With automatic collating, customary 
running speeds on an 8-station machine 
vary from 24,000-30,000 sheets per 
hour. In addition, the number of em- 
ployees required to accomplish a job 
by hand are sharply cut. 

Speed, however, is one factor which 
many veteran binders view with a firm 
measure of caution. A leading Eastern 
producer of business forms and record 
cards suggests, “Speed for speed’s sake 
may bring more headaches than benefits 
on a collating job. Breakdowns in con- 
tinuous production plus delivery and 
loading difficulties may tend to offset 
any saving in time. A moderate operat- 
ing speed is certainly preferred for 
most jobs.” 

Areas in which improvements are 
sought concern the sensitive adjust-

ments frequently required for varied 
thicknesses and sizes of stock. Suckers, 
calipers, stripper fingers, and _ stack 
height must receive careful attention 
when switching to new types of paper. 


Top loading, bottom feed 

For simplified loading and continuous 
production, a large number of machines 
load from the top with full visibility 
stations and all machines feed from the 
bottom of the pile. Delivery attach- 
ments vary, according to individual re- 
quirements from flat-bed delivery to 
heavy-duty stapling and folding. Many 
binders have rigged their own devices 
for jogging, staggering and _ stacking 
sets. 

The training period for operators 
has proven extremely short in many 
plants where less than two weeks are 
required for qualifying a worker on 
some collating equipment. This period

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may vary considerably however, de- 
pending on the degree of proficiency 
and mechanical know-how desired. 

Although many of the forerunners 
currently available were constructed 
primarily as office-type machines, their 
use has been successfully extended to 
the bindery as well as to commercial 
and business form printers. Other pro- 
duction line units have recently been 
introduced or modified in design in or- 
der to withstand rigorous operation un- 
der all conditions common in various 
plants and shops. 

Attracting the bulk of attention in 
the industry are the machines offered 
by the following manufacturers. (Also 
suited to single sheet gathering are 
many of the side gatherers described in 
the June issue of BP.) 


MACEY 

The Macey Collator is now being built 
in 30 different models from 4 to 16 sta- 
tions and operates by adjustable air 
blasts which separate the top sheets. 
Positive pickup suckers handle varia- 
tions in thickness ranging from onion- 
skin to 144” masonite board and carry 
the sheets to a conveyor tray. 

There are five different stacker and 
delivery units as attachments for the 
Macey: the tape delivery, criss-cross 
stacker, offset stacker, standard stapler, 
and the heavy-duty stitcher with 14” 
capacity. 

Each station holds a pile 1114” high 
and to effect a complete changeover 
less than 15 minutes are required for 
an 8-station machine. A precision de- 
tector checks each set and stops the 
machine on a faulty gather. 

Introduced this year is the Macey 
Stitch-A-Fold which attaches to the 
Macey Collator and stitches flat in the 
center of the sheet and then folds into 
a book from 8-64 pages of average paper 
thickness, With this arrangement one 
girl can load the hoppers on the col- 
lator and feed the sheets or sections 
directly onto the Stitch-A-Fold produc- 
ing a finished book. Automatic as well

DIDDE-GLASER 


The Speed-Klect Collator (introduced 
in 1955) is the only high-speed, auto- 
matic sheet gathering and gluing ma- 
chine available in 3, 5, 6, 7, and 8 sta- 
tion models and features quick change- 
overs and a single reservoir glue system 
for the production of business forms. 
It is also manufactured as a straight 
collator or any model may be used for 
straight collating by simply disengag- 
ing the clutch on each gluer. 

Vacuum feeders lift the top sheets 
off the stack through openings in the 
conveyor and deposit them on the con- 
veyor trays. Adapable to a variety of 
bindery jobs, the Speed-Klect handles 
thicknesses up to .036”. A micrometer 
“mikes” the thickness of each sheet, 
section or signature at the point of 
pick-up and will automatically stop the 
machine at each miss or double. 

Set-up time is reduced by loading 
on the open side of the Collator. Each 
table will hold up to 18” of stock. 


DEXTER 


The Dexter “202” Collator (developed 
in 1953) is available in 16 different 
models ranging in size from 8 to 24 
boxes. It is loaded from the top and 
from either or both sides of the ma- 
chine. Sucker rubbers pull the edge of 
the sheet or signature down from the 
pile, after which the gripper carriage 
moves forward and advances the stock 
from the pile to the lay-pan. Pushers 
attached to a continuous conveyor chain 
forward the gathered sheets to the 
delivery. 

The “202” is equipped with a cali-

per at each box to detect “no-sheets” 
and doubles over .006” in total thick- 
ness. Delivery is on a flat belt type on 
standard machines. A seven foot push- 
er chain extension is optional. 

The Dexter “300” arm gatherer may 


also be used for the collection of single 
sheets (see BP, June 58). 


SHERIDAN 


A sturdy veteran in the field, the Sheri- 
dan-Juengst Arm Gatherer may be used 
for long run single sheet collating and 
has successfully run calenders, blue- 
prints, music and mimeographed sheets. 
The side gatherer is usually constructed 
with 14 boxes, although larger ma- 
chines are built to order. 


Sheets and signatures are fed from 
the bottom of the boxes to provide for 
continuous loading. A sucker bar pulls 
the bottom sheet and the rest of the 
pile, raising the latter. The sheet to 
be fed is then pulled out by grippers 
which lay it on a conveyor trough, a 
continuous chain with upright pins. 

A caliper at each gripper detects 
rise at the offending station. A Sheri- 
dan Automatic Side Stitcher or a shelf 
delivery can be used with the gathering 
unit. 


EHLERMANN 
The Ehlermann #200, a combined 


sheet collator and gatherer is distrib- 
uted by Lloyd Associates, and is avail- 
able in 8 to 30 stations. An important 
feature is the machine’s ability to also 
collate fan-folded sheets and automati- 
cally jog, stagger and stack up to 60 
gathered sets per minute with its stand- 
ard type deliver. 

The machine bottom feeds with no

time out for loading and can handle 
16 lb. bond as well as a 64 pg. signa- 
ture. It is equipped with electric sheet 
detectors and self-adjusting gripper 
carriages. Changeover is reported at 
less than a minute per pocket. 


J. CURRY MENDES 


The JCM Bookleteer is an automatic 
machine which converts flat sheets into 
complete 16, 32 or 48 page booklets in 
a single operation. Available in 4, 8 
and 12 station models, the vertical col- 
lator is equipped with a folding and 
stitching unit. 

The Bookleteer handles from 12 to 
100 lb. stock and is mounted on casters 
for easy moveability. 

Operation is on a vacuum-feed prin- 
ciple with individual calipers which 
automatically stop the machine for a 
miss or double. The collator is also 
furnished with a standard offsetting 
delivery tray or with an optional sta- 
pler attachment. The jogger, folder or 
stitcher attachment can also operate 
independently. 


PARNAT 
The Parnat Booklet-O-Matic also pro- 


vides a completed unit in a single op- 
eration by collating, saddle-stitching 
and folding either single sheets or sig- 
natures. The unit may also be operated 
as a collator, stitcher or folder. 


The machine operates from bottom 
delivery which permits continuous load- 
ing. A suction and friction system del- 
ivers the sheets to a conveyor table. 

An “electronic quality control” at 
each station insures feeding accuracy. 
The machine is available in any num- 
ber of stations. 
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THIN PAPER SELECTION 


Part | 


Conflicting economies in quality and price 


require careful selection of light-weight stock 


Wirn INCREASED ATTENTION focused 
on the use of light-weight papers 
throughout the book publishing and 
commercial printing fields, initial con- 
cern must be directed at a judicious 
selection from a gradually widening 
market. 

To the purchaser of thin papers, 
quality and price are two factors which 
repeatedly appear in dramatically con- 
trasting roles. Although retaining a 
traditional relationship (high quality: 
high price), each factor must also be 
given individual attention related to the 
needs of a specific job. 

A first step in understanding the 
pricing schedule for lightweight papers

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must include a careful study of the 
manufacturing process for both book 
and paper. 

At the paper mill, an initial invest- 
ment estimated as high as $25,000,000 
is required for special machinery to 
produce thin paper. As compared to 
overall tonnage in the field, production 
quantities are modest and plant costs 
must be absorbed in the price of the 
paper. 

A second factor is time. Thin paper 
must be manufactured at decidedly 
slower speeds (approx. 350 feet per 
minute) as compared to heavier stock 
(approx. 900 feet per minute). Final- 
ly, shrinkage is reported as high as 20 
per cent in an average run of 20-30 lb. 
paper as compared to five per cent for 


50-60 Ib. stock. 


Wt. vs. wt. 
For these reasons, a lightweight pen- 
alty is generally applied to weights un- 
der 45 Ibs. A 30 lb. paper, for example, 
would take about a 32% per cent pen- 
alty. Nevertheless, the price per thou- 
sand square feet drops proportionately 
as the basis weights decrease. For ex- 
ample, the selling price of a 60 lb. book 
paper is approximately $12.60 per 
25x38—500 ream. This compares to 
approximately nine dollars per ream 
for a very fine quality 30 lb. paper. 
Also on the positive side are some 
aspects of the book manufacturing 






process. Thin papers reduce the cost 
of binding materials such as glue, 
thread, cloth, etc., in a direct ratio to 
the reduction in thickness. There are 
also savings in packing, storage and 
shipping costs; the latter being partic- 
ularly important in view of the current 
increase in mail rates. 

For publishers who have text and 
reference books, the use of thin papers 
may sharply reduce the number of vol- 
umes in a multi-volume set. At Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, a “Dictionary of Amer- 
ican Biography” has recently been pub- 
lished in a new subscription edition of 
11 volumes using 41x56”—40 Ib. Eng- 
lish Finish stock. The original set was 
published in 22 volumes on 41x57—50 
Ib. Antique stock. 


Other penalties 

However, the use of lightweight papers 
also results in heavy penalties for spe- 
cial handling, additional spoilage and 
slower machinery speeds in both the 
printing and binding process. These 
factors frequently offset the aforemen- 
tioned saving and in some cases may 
pose a serious budgetary headache for 
the production manager. 

(Methods of handling thin paper in 
the pressroom and bindery will be re- 
view in the September and October is- 
sues of BP.) 

Similar to the conflicts arising from

Textbooks, business forms, phone books, catalogs, library binding, 


2 ERGREEN Press Lp. provides one of 
the most complete printing and binding 
services in Western Canada. Through 
its new plant of 67,000 square feet in 
Vancouver, it serves the provinces of 
British Columbia and adjoining A\l- 
beita. The company recently opened 
branch plants in Nanaimo, to give fast- 
er service to Vancouver Island, and in 
Calgary to better serve Alberta. 

In addition to general offset and 
letterpress business, including a grow- 
ing volume of carbon-interleaved forms, 
Evergreen Press produces two large 
and about 35 smaller telephone direc- 
tories. 

Another specialized division is the 
complete production of books, includ- 
ing about 60 percent of textbooks used 
in British Columbia (population almost 
1,200,000) schools, and also textbooks 
for other Western Canadian provinces. 
As an unusual facet of book manufac- 
ture, the firm undertakes restoration 
of used textbooks for the coast prov- 
ince’s Department of Education which 
supplies at nominal rental, all books to 
primary and secondary school children. 

Evergreen Press Ltd. was formed in 
1956, the result of the merger of The 
Lumberman Printing Co. Ltd. and 
Wrigley Printing Co. Ltd. Shortly after 
its formation, this company purchased 
the assets of Sun Printing, which was 
the commercial printing division of the 
publishers of the Vancouver Sun. 

G. D. Clippingdale is president, G. C. 
Hyatt is vice-president, and R. R. Keay 
and F. W. Ingham are directors. 


Coordinated design 


To design the layout of the new build- 
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and job work featured by plant’s mobile bindery 


ing to house the facilities of the three 
separate plants, the services of Olin 
Freedman of Chicago were retained. 
Preliminary rough layouts of equipment 
were drawn by various departments. 
Improved plans by the designers were 
submitted. Foremen and management 
studied them and made further recom- 
mendations as to layout, production 
flow and other aspects of the proposed 
plant. This co-operation resulted in 
final working plans which placed all 
machines and equipment with an accu- 
racy of within a few inches. 
Construction was undertaken by Do- 
minion Construction Co. Ltd. of Van- 
couver. The 514-acre site at 1070 S. E. 





Marine Drive is in a rapidly growing 
industrial area on the southern boun- 
dary of Vancouver. The plant is lo- 
cated strategically to serve the heavily 
industrialized southwest corner of Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

In September, 1957, the imposing 
task of moving was begun. Problems 
ran from maintaining the best possible 
level of production to the physical task 
of moving a 20-ton, 35-foot Perfect 
binder which presented even worse 
problems if dismantled. This machine, 
which wasn’t rigid and had unequal 
weight distribution, was moved success- 
fully. In a hectic 10 days, the three 
plants were assembled in the new build- 
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ing while a high level of production 
was maintained in every department. 

The building has two stories with 
entrances for both floors on the ground 
level due to the slope of the land. The 
upper floor (16,000 sq. ft.) houses ad- 
ministration and general offices, sales, 
cafeteria, art department, offset cameras 
and plate-making, and storage. The 
plant occupies the lower floor which 
has an area of 51,000 sq. ft. 

Exterior walls are concrete. Roofs 
are wooden, resting on Glu-lam (lami- 
nated-and-glued) beams. A unique fea- 
ture is the post-free press room which 
is spanned with Glu-lam trusses giving 
an 80-foot clear span. 


Concrete & color 

All floors, including the upper story, 
are of reinforced concrete. Floor finish 
in the press room is green metallic 
hardener; in the composing room it is 
grey metallic hardener, and a special 
surface-hardening treatment has been 
applied in the bindery. This provides 
remarkable resistance to wear, perma- 
nent coloring, and freedom from con- 
crete dust. 

The plant buys primary power at 
12,000 volts and the service provides 
400 horsepower of motor capacity. Dis- 
tribution is by four evenly-spaced, plug- 
in bus-ducts, which deliver 120-208 
volts, 3-phase from the plant’s own 
transformer station. 

A 100-h.p. hot-water boiler is the 
primary source of heat. Convector radi- 
ators are used for the upper floor; the 
bindery has unit heaters, and the press 
and composing rooms have a_ hot-air 
system deriving its heat from the boiler. 

Heating and cooling systems pro- 
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vided a major problem in areas where 
there are a large number of electric 
motors, complicated in some sections 
by the presence of molten type-metal. 
To avoid the expense of cooling by 
refrigeration, it was decided to depend 
on volume-exchange of air. Conse- 
quently, the press and composing rooms 
are controlled at desired temperature 
throughout the year by fans with a ca- 
pacity of 45,000 cubic feet per minute 
through filters for spray removal. 

The plant is painted completely, pro- 
viding a brightness and cleanliness that 
should materially stimulate production. 
A Zolotone finish was used in the office. 
Described as a “discontinuous Vinyl 
film,” its properties include strong 
resistance to abrasion and wear, and 
ease of cleaning. The office floor is 
finished in an attractive tile design. 

Lighting is unusually effective, being 
almost entirely flourescent. Intensity of 
light in the composing room is 75 foot 
candles at 40” from the floor; in the 
press room it is 65 foot-candles; with 
55 foot-candles in the bindery, and the 
same power on the second floor. Am- 
ber tubes are fitted in the offset plate- 
making section. 


Production control 

Production scheduling is controlled 
from the plant superintendent’s office. 
A ledger lists all orders, pertinent in- 
formation being entered from dockets. 
Progress of each job is entered from 
daily work sheets completed by each 
department. The ledger is supported by 
auxiliary card files for locating jobs by 
name and date. Expediters are used 


to clean up trouble spots. 
The six-man art department is under 


the direction of a well-known artist, 
Paul Rand. Large windows provide de- 
sirable north light. Provision is made 
for expansion, with each artist separ- 
ated by glass-topped partitions and 
supplied with air-gun and other facil- 
ities. A unique feature of this room is 
a lay-out table 55 feet long, with draw- 
ers and filing space underneath. 

The department undertakes all types 
of creative artwork applicable to the 
printing field. Map-making is a spe- 
cialty. 

The offset preparatory department 
adjoins the art department. Equipment 
includes three cameras, a photo-compos- 
ing machine, whirlers, vacuum frames, 
a plate graining machine, and other 
items. 

The composing room presented the 
most difficult problem of layout to the 
planners. Experience to date indicates 
a high level of satisfaction with the 
final plan, and no major changes have 
been made. 


Storage chore 


One problem was storage of the large 
number of standing forms for the tele- 
phone directories and books. All direc- 
tory forms are kept in a long compos- 
itors’ table. This facilitates changes 
and additions which come directly to 
the compositors by Teletype from the 
directory-compilation offices of the Brit- 
ish Columbia Telephone Company. All 
new and changed listings are printed 
daily. Revised directories are printed 
at regular intervals for the use of the 
telephone company, and new printings 
of the directories are completed at in- 
tervals of about 12 months for public 
distribution. 

Every possible aid to efficiency, speed 
and ‘ease of make-up has been enlisted 
in this job. Some idea of its magni- 
tude is contained in the fact that the 
Greater Vancouver area directory alone 
requires over 1000 standing forms, and 
is growing steadily. 

Storage of other standing forms and 
of cuts is in Jarge shelved areas. 

This department is adequately 
equipped with eight Linotypes, Lud- 
lows, Elrod Casters, remelters, proof 
presses, line-up tables, benches, ete. 

The press room is divided into three 
divisions: letterpress, offset and rotary. 
The letterpress section with 22 presses 
ranges from platens to vertical Mieh- 
les, Heidelbergs, and to a battery of 
larger automatic single color cylinders 
primarily for book work. Offset presses 
range from Multiliths, Chief 24, single 
colour Manns, up to a 2-color Mann. 

The Rotary press department has a 
Webendorfer rotary and rotary collator 
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for continuous forms and sets. 


Materials handling 

Stocks for the immediate needs of the 
main press room are kept in one end 
of the bindery. All palletized, the lat- 
ter are moved as needed by Yale 
“Warehouser” electric lift trucks. Main 
paper storage is in two warehouses in 
downtown Vancouver, to which paper 
comes in carload lots. 

The bindery department occupies an 
area almost equal to the composing 
and press rooms. It is “departmental- 
ized” for special jobs. There are divi- 
sions for books and for telephone di- 
rectories. Books are manufactured in 
a completely equipped edition bindery 
from covers through to the finished 
product, using Smyth equipment pri- 
marily. 

There is a battery of Baum Folders 
and a Brehmer, assorted paper cuuters 
including one semi-automatic and one 
automatic, a Krause three-way trim- 
mer for books, magazines, etc., and a 
seven-station Christensen stitcher-gath- 
erer. For telephone directories there is 
a special three-way trimmer and a 24- 
pocket Sheridan Collater which will be 
used for the first time on 1958 direc- 
tories. 


Mobile gathering 

An interesting feature of the main sec- 
tion of the bindery is the central gath- 
ering, collating and hand-work depart- 
ment which has three overhead plug-in 
power lines. Machines can be moved 
anywhere in this area, and quickly con- 
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nected to the power lines which are 
completely out of the way. There are 
no problems of cleaning such as are 
found with floor plugs, and all trail- 
ing cords are eliminated. 

The shipping department has a 3000- 
lb. Yale “Worksaver” electric lift truck 
for handling pallets. There are two au- 
tomatic platform levellers for loading 
trucks or unloading. 

The plant has its own machine shop 
to assist the machine maintenance de- 
partment and is piped throughout with 
compressed air for sprayers and ma- 
chine cleaning. 

Evergreen Press Ltd. occupies a 
dominant position in Western Canadi- 
an printing by its size, its room for 
growth, its complete facilities from art 
to bindery, and its progressive, expan- 
sion-minded management. An example 
of some of the larger jobs handled is 
the special British Columbia Centen- 
nial Book with illustrations in four 
colours. Running 176 pages, its final 
printing is expected to exceed 150,000 
copies. 

With this broad organization, top 
management looks confidently to the 
future.

Berore WE HIRE COPYHOLDERS [| send 
them to the New Jersey State Em- 
ployment Service in Elizabeth, New 
Jersey. Here they are given certain 
aptitude tests, and we get the report. 

In interviewing applicants, who must 
be high school graduates, I first give 
them the Union test given apprentices: 
punctuating a long sentence, giving 
four common abbreviations, and ten 
words to correct the spelling. A few 
of these words are correctly spelled, 
but they are all tricky words. There 
are also a few sentences in which the 
English must be corrected. 

Then I have them read aloud to 
me. If they have had general science, 
they should have no trouble with the 
reading, as it is only semi-technical 
matter. I keep proofs of it so they all 
read the same galley to me. 

When they start work, I have them 
read “The Book,” by Leonard G. 
Winans, which tells, in very simple 
language, all the operations of making 
a book. Then I have them read the 
article, “The Typographical Union—a 


Model for All.” 


Practice marking 

Next they practice making all the 
proofreaders’ marks, after which I let 
them look over the proofs of an easy 
job. They use a blue pencil, and our 
proofreaders afterward read it, using 
a black pencil. In fact, we mark all 
our first proofs with a black pencil. 
I have them show me their corrections 
on the proofs. Also I watch what the 
readers find after them to see if they 
are improving and developing accuracy 
of eye. I also have them practice 
making all the accents in the diction- 
ary as well as the accents in foreign 
languages as found in De Vinne’s 
“Correct Composition.” I want to 
make sure that they will call all ac- 
cents to the readers. They also study 
our Variable Spelling List which has 
Webster, Standard, regular British and 
Oxford (Modified English) spellings. 
We have a Word List of Frequent 
Misspellings which was compiled in 
the Quinn & Boden proofroom. They 
study that also. 
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HOW TO TRAIN A PROOFREADER 


A summary of a talk delivered before the Proofreaders Club of N. Y. 
on October 7, 1956. Miss Weller was head reader at the Quinn & 
Boden plant in Rahway, N. J., before her recent retirement. Reprinted 
from "First to Final," with the permission of the Proofreaders Club 


of New York. 


My interview with them is far from 
infallible. We have to see them in 
action before we know what’s what. 
Perhaps they cannot concentrate or 
they may become bored with the steady 
reading. We never allow the proof- 
readers to read to them, as it is too 
dangerous on the highly technical work 
we do. 

After they have held copy on ail 
different types of work, it isn’t hard 
for them to revise first proofs when 
they are first apprenticed. Also they 
have read A. A. corrections to the read- 
ers. When apprenticed, they have 
A. A.’s read to them, so they learn to 
follow long before they are put on 
first proofs. 


Job switches 


The apprentices on the floor are re- 
quired to come in the proofroom at 
different times so they can learn the 
proofroom operations. Our apprentices 
in the proofroom are required to spend 
about a year on the floor, so they can 
be practical proofreaders. All of the 
apprentices perform this work on the 
company’s time. They mark “Educa- 
tion” on their time slips. Our firm 
is highly interested in making good 
printers and proofreaders. 

When the apprentice first starts 
working on the floor, she watches the 
Monotype operators and learns from 
them the basics of the Monotype ma- 
chine. Several days are spent here. 
Then she observes the workings of the 
casting room. 


Learning typesetting 


Following this, the foreman assigns the 
apprentice to work with a journeyman 
who teaches her the cases, the tech- 
niques of hand setting type, and justi- 
fying and centering lines. The ap- 
prentice then learns to distribute type, 
thereby familiarizing herself with var- 
ious type faces; to hand set front 
matter, chapter heads and other dis- 
play type; to correct O. C. and A. A. 
galleys and pages; and to operate the 
proof presses, cutters, and mitering 
machines. 

After several months spent learning 


this background, she works with a 
make-up man, setting runarounds and 
spacing out pages. He tries to give 
the apprentice as much as she is able 
to absorb of the spacing around run- 
ning heads, center and side heads, 
placing of cuts and captions, tables and 
footnotes, and of the interpreting and 
following through on publishers’ in- 
structions. 

At the end of six months or so, the 
apprentice goes to work in the Lino- 
type department. Here she learns the 
work of the bank man and inserts O. C. 
and A. A. corrections. Then she works 
with a make-up man and applies the 
principles learned in the Monotype de- 
partment with the speed of the Linotype 
department. Here she learns to handle 
bleed cuts, to card pages, and to mark 
runarounds for the Linotype operator. 

Several weeks are spent with the 
Linotype make-up man followed by 
several weeks with the stoneman, learn- 
ing press lockup. The apprentice 
learns to make and follow a layout, in- 
sert furniture, lock forms (this only 
by observation), and pull proofs. Two 
or three days are then spent watching 
the foundry lockup man. This com- 
pletes time spent on the floor. 


Machine experience, too 


The apprentice then starts on the Lino- 
type machines, aided by our machinist. 
Two weeks or so are spent on a locked 
keyboard, learning the position of all 
keys and proper fingering. After that 
the keyboard is unlocked and mats 
run through with no metal so that she 
becomes accustomed to the machine. 
Then metal is connected and dead copy 
is set. For the first two or three weeks 
After this period, 
proofs are read and the apprentice is 
gradually broken in on straight copy, 
indexes, bibliographies, front matter, 
running heads and A. A.s. Four to 
six months are spent on the machine. 


no proofs are read. 


At the end of this period the ap- 
prentice returns to the proofroom, well 
equipped to handle the problems she 
faces there. 









































__— WHICH CAN BE MEASURED in 
terms of fits and starts, is often trapped 
midway between hypothesis and con- 
clusion through no fault of the agency 
attempting the project. 

Such is the case of the keystroke 
study of slug machine composition, as 
conducted by the Production Committee 
of the New York Employing Printers 
Association. The study, now in its third 
year, is far from the conclusion stage. 
A committee spokesman frankly admits 
that the returns from the initial survey 
have been “disappointing,” so far as 
the lack of response from queried firms 
is concerned. 

“We can’t make another study of 
keystroke estimating as we haven’t re- 
ceived sufficient data,” the spokesman 
said. He pointed out that less than 20 
test forms have been returned from 
about 1,000 that were originally sent 
out. 

Tests using the keystroke system were 
conducted at the Kingsport Press, 
Kingsport, Tenn., the Lakeside Press 
and John F. Cuneo Co., Chicago, Oscar 
Levanthal, NYC, Concordia Publishing 
House, St. Louis, E. F. Schmidt, Mil- 
waukee, and Kilgore Typographers, 
Phoenix, and indicate that the “lack of 
cooperation” has not been confined to 
any particular area of the country.

Industry indifference blocks further study of 


PRINCIPLES OF KEYSTROKE 


Paradoxically, no results from the 
survey can be achieved, since, in the 
opinion of the spokesman, “the other 
fellows are waiting for more proof.” 

The Production Committee, realizing 
that the “em” system of estimating 
composition had a number of limita- 
tions, began its study of the problem 
two years ago. It considered existing 
keystroke systems and has prepared 
simplified, tentative tables, and with 
the cooperation of many NYEPA mem- 
bers, has made actual tests to check the 
tables. 

In its survey, the committee asked 
the firms to estimate setting time by 
the present method in use and the key- 
stroke method, and to keep a compara- 
tive record of the actual time. 

In using the keystroke system, the 
average number of characters in a line 
of the specified type face and line width 
must be known. (Tables available from 
Linotype and Intertype and _ several 
other copyfitting guides provide this 
information.) Measure the layout to 
determine the number of lines of type 
the job will make. Multiply the num- 
bers of characters per line by the num- 
ber of lines, which will result in the 
number of characters or keystrokes in 
the job. 

Opposite the number of characters

per line in the accompanying table is 
the expected number of characters per 
hour that can be set under average con- 
ditions. Divide the number of charac- 
ters in the job by the number of key- 
strokes per hour in order to obtain the 
setting time. 

If the manuscript is available, de- 
termine the total number of characters 
in the job and divide this total by the 
number of keystrokes per hour given 
in the table for the specified number of 
characters per line to obtain the setting 
time. To the setting time add prepara- 
tory time and other charges or penalties 
for total machine time. 


The committee stressed that the fig- 
ures being compiled represent industry 
averages; they are trying to establish 
the results to be expected from average 
machine operators, working on properly 
maintained machines using magazines 
containing a full complement of mat- 
rices, working from good copy. They 
are not interested in data showing ex 
tremes in the abality of operators or the 
timing of jobs set under difficult condi- 
tions,

a more efficient arrangement of units. 

Now occupying 42,000 square feet at 
4500 West Dickens Avenue, the most 
important addition to the Chicago 
branch is the new Bielomatik machine 
to manufacture wire bound stock items 
for the Midwest. 

The Bielomatik takes a roll of pa- 
per at one end and turns out a com- 
pletely finished wire bound book at the 
other. The machine is capable of mak- 
Ing three sizes of wire bound books: 
6x9"; 8x 10” or 101%”; and 814 x11”. 
Depending on the size of the book, 
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Bielomatik has a capacity of up to 1,- 
000 units per hour, according to Na- 
tional Blank Book Co. 

John Mazza, a Nationalite for over 
30 years, is responsible for the setting 
up and operation of the machine and 
its production. The Bielomatik is man- 
ufactured by Hans Biel in Germany 
and sold through Hans Sickinger of 
Bloomfield Hills, Michigan. 

The fully automatic processing line 
features a building block construction 
which makes it possible to adapt the 
machine to the special requirements of 
a production process with regard to 
number and combination of processing 
stations. 

The machine is web-fed from one or 
multiple roll feeders, to eliminate down 


time when changing rolls. Ruling speed 
is estimated at 350 feet per minute. 
The ruling unit contains up to four 
printing stations for each side of the 
paper web and is also equipped with 
rotary trimming and slitting knives 
and a cross cutter. 

After cross-cutting the paper web, the 
sheets are counted (from five to thirty- 
two sheets), and collated. From this sta- 
tion, they are automatically transport- 
ed to the following processes: trim- 
ming of the long sides, ring book hole 
punching, wire hole punching, cutting 
to sizes, corner rounding, coil insert- 
ing, and delivery of the finished prod- 
uct with coil sides alternated.

new materials handling techniques for faster operation 


————_ IS ONE OF THE MORE 
important activities of book publishers. 
And rightfully so, for it is the key be- 
tween the publisher and retail outlets. 
The more efficient the warehousing, the 
better able the publisher is to meet 
even the most pressing schedules. 

That’s why increasing numbers of 
publishers are taking a second look at 
their warehouses—and, more specifi- 
cally, at the materials handling tech- 
niques being employed at the ware- 
houses. 

For while new, modernistic ware- 
houses are desirable, they are only as 
good as the materials handling tech- 
niques. The two factors go hand in 
hand as partners in progress. 


Improved M.H. 


When planning its new Chicago ware- 
house. the L. W. Singer Co. wisely put 
this principle to work. The results? 
For one thing, the storage capacity of 
the warehouse was increased by 50 per 
cent. Also, books are moved and stored 
faster with less manpower, reports 
James F. Elliot, branch manager. 

An electric truck—storage rack sys- 
tem is utilized throughout the building. 
Both the trucks and racks were pro- 
duced by Lewis-Shepard Products, Inc.., 
Watertown, Mass. 

In a typical operation, books are re- 
ceived via motor highway truck at the 
indoor receiving platform. Upon re- 
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ceipt, all cartons of books are immedi- 
ately manually placed on 42 by 52-inch 
wood pallets. 


“Walkie” truck 


The palletized loads are then picked up 


-and transported to the rack storage area 


by a Lewis-Shepard low-lift “walkie” 
truck.

This factor enabled 
the Singer Company to substantially re- 
duce the required aisle space in its 
original plans, and to a great extent 
accounts for the 50 per cent increase in 
available space.

To meet this requirement, a special 
feature was incorporated in the Jack- 
Stacker truck by Lewis-Shepard. It is 
a remote control mounted right on the 
truck’s mast. Using it, the truck driver 
is able to ride right up with his pallet 
to the correct box of books. He man- 





















































ually places the box on the p. ‘et, 
presses the “lower” button of th: re. 
mote control, and rides down to ° sor 
level. After he has filled all order- {or 
the day, he transports the books t:. :he 
shipping room via the JackStacke 

Individual orders are filled accor ‘ing 
to their destination in the shij,ing 
room, and are made up on pallets. The 
Lewis-Shepard low-lift “walkie” carries 
the orders to outgoing highway tricks, 
moving loads right into the truck 
bodies. Here, the “Walkie” truck «per- 
ator manually unloads the books. 

By virtue of using the electric truck- 
pallet system, the Singer Company has 
virtually eliminated all manual hand. 
dling; effectively utilized all available 
space through the high stacking in 
narrow aisles; and cut manpower re- 
quirements. 

In fact, because of the time. space 
and labor savings made _ possible, 
Branch Manager Elliot figures the en- 
tire investment in the Lewis-Shepard 
trucks and pallet racks will be repaid 
in a maximum of just a year and one- 


half. 


Choose electric 


Why were electric trucks selected for 
the operation? Primarily, because they 
were the only type able to offer smoke- 
less, odorless, quiet operation. Where 
trucks are to be used indoors mainly, 
these are normally pre-requisites. As 
other factors, the electrics pose no 
threat of combustible fuels, and can be 
“refueled” indoors at a convenient bat- 
tery recharging station. The truck bat- 
teries are connected to chargers after 
each 8-hour working day, and then are 
ready for immediate operation next 
morning. 

Prior to purchasing the trucks, the 
Singer Company contacted various man- 
ufacturers, “but only Lewis-Shepard 
could supply a truck with both a 4000- 
pound capacity and the ability to 
maneuver in 7-foot aisles,” points out 
Mr. Elliot. Also, a recommendation had 
been received from another publishing 
concern. And Lewis-Shepard was able 
to offer the remote control feature in 
the high-lift “walkie,” which greatly 
simplified order picking. 

Production facilties for the L. W. 
Singer Company are located in Syra- 
cuse, N. Y. The Chicago branch serves 
as Midwestern distribution center for 
the 33-year-old publishing firm. 

Prior to opening the new Chicago 
warehouse early in 1957, shipping and 
warehousing was sub-contracted. Today, 
the Singer Company has company 
owned warehousing facilties as modem 
as any in the nation—due to the -imple 
expedient of teaming up a new build- 
ing with the latest in handlinz tech 
niques and equipment.

NEW CATHOLIC BIBLE 


Designers and editors from six countries collaborate on overseas, U.S. editions 


PainsraKine, PRECISE EDITING, and a 
departure from traditional binding con- 
struction are notable features of “The 
Catholic Bible in the St. Peters’ Edi- 
tion.” scheduled for Fall publication 
by Hawthorn Books, Inc., NYC. 

The Bible, designed for family use, 
presented problems involving the selec- 
tion of binding materials, as it would 
have to be able to withstand the many 
years of anticipated handling. The size 
and weight of the volume added to the 
problem, as it contains 1452 pages, 
measures 714 x 104%”, bulks more than 
two inches and weighs six pounds. All 
possible materials were considered for 
the limited and regular editions. 

The limited edition, it was decided, 
would be bound in grained red moroc- 
co, padded with foam rubber. For the 
regular edition, Rexine, a plastic im- 
pregnated cloth noted for its durabil- 
ity, and made by International Chemi- 
ical Industries, England, was used. 

The bright red binding of both edi- 
tions is stamped on the front with the 
Papal crown and keys in genuine gold 
and white, and on the spine with the 
words, “The Holy Bible,” and_ the 
crown and keys emblem in gold. Bind- 
ing was done by the Dutch firm of Van 
Rijmenam, the Hague. 





Pre-planned coordination 


Combining artistic, technical and schol- 
larly skills from six countries and the 
Vatican, the Bible was in the planning 
stages for months before production 
actually started. 

Following editorial conferences and 
decisions between the editors and col- 
laborators in New York, London, and 
Rome, the basic design of the book 
was prepared by the staff of Rainbird, 
McLean, Ltd., London. Mark Severin, 
a Belgian artist, was commissioned to 
prepare the maps, endpaper designs, 
title pages, initial letters, decorations, 
presentation page, an illustrated fam- 
ily record and a binding design. 

Composition was done by J. H. de- 
Bussy, Amsterdam, Holland, who set 
the book in Monotype Ehrhardt, in 12 
pt. for text and eight pt. for the notes. 
Titles for each book of the Bible were 
set in Lutetia Open caps designed by 
the famous Dutch typographer, Jan 
van Krimpen. The de Bussy firm was 
also responsible for the printing, done 
on specially made paper, supplied by 
the Ryburndale Paper Co., Ltd., York- 
shire, England. 

The paper was thin enough so that 
the book would not be too big, and yet 
of sufficient opacity so that there would 
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be no show-through. A heavy coated 
paper for reproduction of the color 
plates was also specially made by the 
Cutler Mills Paper Co., Ltd., Aberdeen- 
shire, Scotland. 

While two of the Bible’s collabora- 
tors, the Reverend Robert Dyson, S.J., 
Professor of Exegesis in the Pontifical 
Biblical Institute at Rome, and the 
Reverend Richard Foster, Professor of 
Biblical Studies at Oscott College, Bir- 
mingham, England, were still working 
on the annotation of the last volumes 
of the Old and New Testament, compo- 
sition began. 


A quintuple check 
As the setting of each book of the Bi- 
ble was complete, proofs for checking 
were sent to the Rainbird, McLean of- 
fice and the Reverend Philip J. Cara- 
man, S. J., in London, to Father Dy- 
son in Rome, to Hawthorn Books in 
New York and to Monsignor John J. 
Dougherty, Professor of Bible Studies 
at Immaculate Conception Seminary, 
Darlington, N.J. 

This quintuple check while the work 
was in progress was later re-checked 
when all the proofs were completed,

Graphic Services reports rapid progress in book composition; 


mark-up, make-up & simplified production line are operational keys 
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Sucitty MORE THAN A DECADE AGO, 
composition on film in the bookmaking 
field was a concept as experimentally 
remote as space travel must seem to- 
day. In a few short years, however, an 
array of technical improvements cou- 
pled with the skill of a few venture- 
some pioneers, have resulted in some 
startling applications for photocompo- 
sition. 

Attesting to this rapid 
Graphic Services in York, Pa., a lead- 
ing producer of book typography, be- 
gan operations in what was formerly 
a grocery store in January, 1953. At 
that time the company had only two 
employees and one Intertype Fotoset- 
ter. Today, in modern air conditioned 
quarters, Graphic has a staff of 20 and 
has recently added its fourth Fotoset- 
ter. 


progress, 


In the first five years of operation. 
John F. 


Services, 


Grove, president of Graphic 
reports the production of 
more than 300 books for as many as 
29 different publishers, many among 
the nations largest. During the past 
year, four books produced by this com- 
pany received three national awards 
for excellence of quality. 

A primary aim of Graphic Services’ 
phototypesetting operation is setting 
tough book composition such as mathe- 
matical equations and chemistry sym- 
bols for textbooks, workbooks, tabular 
and calendar work. Applied to modern 
bookmaking techniques, Fotosetter com- 
position is easily adaptable to intricate 
space arrangements such as angled or 
odd-shaped areas and for blowups not 
limited in size except by paper or film 
available. 

Although it has not been hailed as 
an immediate replacement for hot met- 
al, phototypography has made some 
very definite inroads. Of principal im- 
portance is the elimination of costly 
makeup in metal saws and the result- 
ant reduction of magazine and matrix 
inventories. 


Simplified production 

The production line process at Graphic 
Services is a comparatively simple one 
despite the fact that typographic flexi- 
bility and speed of operation is the 
rule rather than the exception. 

When a manuscript is received it is 
first sent to the mark-up desk super- 
vised by 60-year-old typographic veter- 
an Harry Wecker. It is here that copy- 


fitting is double-checked for accuracy, 
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especially in the front matter of the 
book. 

Copyfitting techniques are the same 
as in casting off for hot metal compo- 
sition. However, markup of the manu- 
script is “the most important piece of 
work in the shop,” according to Grove, 
and one which can easily mean the 
difference between profit or loss on a 
particular job as well as in the plant’s 
overall operations. 

Unlike hot metal composition, pho- 
totypography does not permit changes 
in leading once the job has been set. 
Copyfitting must be precise and the 
manuscript must be carefully marked 
for the operator so there will be little 
or no make-up necessary as he finishes 
setting it, page for page. 


Operator requirements 
In the shop itself, Fotosetters at Graph- 
ic Services are run on two shifts plus 
overtime. Operators are 
their individual adaptability to photo- 
composition, rather than because of 
previous hot metal experience. An abil- 
ity to concentrate for an extended pe- 
riod of time is a basic requirement for 
a successful operator since galleys of 
type are not immediately visible. 
Grove has found that training an op- 
erator with comparatively little expe- 
rience often produces the best results. 
He has recruited graduates of local in- 
dustrial schools with aptitudes for the 
graphic arts and others with only lim- 
ited experience in the printing trade. 


chosen for 


One of his “crackerjack” operators 
was a former offset pressman with no 
hot metal experience. 

Technical improvements in the Foto- 
setter have eliminated many machin- 
ist’s skills necessary until quite recent- 
ly for prospective operators. However, 
the compositor must be constantly alert 
for minor adjustments in the machine. 

All white space, leading, lining 
dashes. underscoring and special char- 
acters are placed exactly as they ap- 
pear on the finished pages by the op- 
erator at the machine. Special Foto- 
mats for use in setting technical com- 
position have been produced for Graphic 
Services by Intertype Corp. Any trade 
mark, sign, symbol, mark or figure that 
can be photographed can be placed in 
a pi mat and used in the original set- 
ting or made up as the job is being 
completed. 

No distortion 


At a maximum speed of 960 ems per 
minute, each character is held abso-

lutely stationary during exposure and 
photographed individually. The camera 
is focused directly upon it and there 
can be no fuzziness or distortion to be 
“cleaned up” later by retouching. 

The magazine of the Fotosetter con- 
tains 117 channels, or 27 more than 
are available in the magazine of a line- 
casting machine. This makes it possible 
to place all the basic characters of a 
font in a single magazine 
caps, small caps, figures, spaces, points, 
etc. Another important feature is the

single line. The machine carries four 
magazines and type may be mixed from 
any two adjacent magazines and set as 
wide as 42 picas. 

Exposed film in 30 foot rolls are de- 
veloped using Kodak Autopositive film. 
For proofing, a Bruning Whiteprinter 
prints the image of the negative on 
ultra-violet, light-sensitive, daylight 
proof paper. The machine makes a 
positive right reading print from a 
positive right reading negative and it 
can also make proofs from opaque 
copy. 

Ready for strip-up and paste-up, the 
make-up man. Ray Chronister, is given 
the positives of illustrations and spe- 
cial items such as screened tints which 
he places in position. Pages in one or 
more colors are quickly assembled in 
this manner, 


With pen, brush & knife 

Special art such as curved arrows, cir- 
cled letters or words can be included 
with the aid of a pen or brush which 
Chronister uses to place the desired 
work on the positives. Publishers may 
also send art work or display type from

*‘Anatomy of a Murder” has few manufacturing problems despite 


seven large printings and sales requirement of 5,000 books per week 


Tue METEORICAL RISE of a bestseller is 
frequently beset with minor production 
jam-ups, unforeseen material require- 
ments and a variety of other unexpect- 
ed bloopers. Only rarely is a book able 
to run the gamut of numerous print- 
ings occurring in rapid succession, 
without a serious incident marring its 
route. 

A veritable star in this murky sky is 
Robert Traver’s “Anatomy of a Mur- 
der,” published early this year by St. 
Martin’s Press, New York City. Achiev- 
ing almost immediate acceptance, 
“Anatomy” has adorned the top of the 
bestseller lists for more than four 
months with seven printings and a 
Book-of-the-Month club edition totaling 
over a quarter of a million copies. 

A sharp awareness of manufacturing 
problems was in evidence from all con- 
cerned and a principal reason for a 
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dearth of production and design per- 
plexities. Even the author’s correspond- 
ence to the publisher indicated a hu- 
morous and sympathetic reflection on 
this area of “Anatomy’s” construction. 

“T have a new chapter to add,” he 
once wrote, “but [ll wait until after 
the book is bound before I send it to 
ne 


Minor A.A.’s 
In all, there was only one, compara- 
tively minor, production problem which 
involved AA’s submitted after the first 
printing. A total of ten corrections 
had to be made stemming from the 
comments of avid readers and the con- 
science of the author. These were 
handled through patches in the plas- 
tic plates. 

From a design standpoint, the basic 
concern was one of compressing the 
author’s 200,000 words into a package 





that would not resemble an unabridged 
dictionary or a history of medieval 
painting. Also to be considered was 
the fact that St. Martin’s Press pub- 
lishes its fictional trade editions in 4 
standardized trim of 5%” x 814” and 
the text pages were therefore confined 
to this size. 

Another element influencing H. Wolff 
designer Betty Crumley was the title of 
the book and the nature of the text 
which was a fictional account of an 
actual murder trial. The pro}lem was 
one of avoiding the appearance of 4 
mystery novel while retaining the flavor 
of the subject, namely murder and su 
pense.

chapter 1 


The mine whistles were tooting midnight as I drove down Main 
Street hill. It was a warm moonlit Sunday night in mid-August and | 
was arriving home from a long weckend of trout fishing in the Ox- 
bow Lake district with my old hermit friend Danny McGinnis, who 
lives there all year round. I swung over on Hematite Street to look at 
my mother’s house—the same gaunt white frame house on the corner 
where I was born. As my car turned the corner the headlights swept 
the rows of tall drooping elms planted by my father when he was a 
young man—much younger than I—and gleamed bluely on the dark- 
ened windows. My mother Belle was still away visiting my married 
sister and she had enjoined me to keep an eye on the place. Well, I 
had looked and lo! like the flag, the old house was still there. 

I swung around downtown and slowed down to miss a solitary 
drunk emerging blindly from the Tripoli Bar and out upon the 
street, in a sort of gangling somnambulistic trot, pursued on his way 
by the hollow roar of a juke box from the garishly lit and empty bar. 
“Sunstroke,” I murmured absently. “Simply a crazed victim of the 
midnight sun.” As I parked my mud-spattered coupe alongside the 
Miners’ State Bank, across from my office over the dime store, I re 
flected that there were few more forlorn and lonely sounds in the 
world than the midnight wail of a juke box in a deserted small town, 
those raucous proclamations of joy and fun where, instead, there 
dwelt only fatigue and hangover and boredom. To me the wavering 
hoot of an owl sounds utterly gay by comparison. 

I unlocked the car trunk and took out my packsack and two alumi- 
num-<ased fly rods and a handbag and rested them on the curb. I 
shouldered the packsack and grabbed up the other stuff and started 
across the echoing empty street. 

“How was fishing, Polly?” someone said, emerging from the 
darkened alley alongside the dime store. It was old Jack Tregembo, 
tall and lean and weather-beaten as a beardless Uncle Sam. Jack had 
been a night cop on the Chippewa police force as long as I could 
remember. 


“Fine, fine, Jack,” 1 said, rubbing my unshaven neck. “I ate so 
many trout the past few days I suspect I’m developing gill slits.” 
“S'pose you heard about the big murder?” Jack said, moving 
closer, plainly hoping that I hadn't. “We even made the city papers.” 
“No, Jack,” I said, pricking up my ears. “Just got in—as you see. 
No newspapers, radios or phones, thank God, up in the big Oxbow 
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fer a congruous, somber tone and serve 
to soften the sharp color of the bind- 
ing. 

To fit the copy into 448 pages, Mrs. 
Crumley opened the margins to a page 
size of 25x 4314 picas, reduced chap- 
ter sinkage and omitted a running 
head. For a body face, she chose 10/12 
point Linotype Electra, a modern type 
that sets tight and presents a bold ap- 
pearance, lacking sharp contrast be- 
tween thick and thin strokes. 

For chapter heads, Spartan Heavy 
in 10 point dominates the page with- 
out occupying excessive space. Chapter 
designations are run flush left in lower 
case letters. On the title page, 36 point 
Monotype Bulmer Italic was chosen for 
the title and 18 Futura Bold for the 
author’s name. Part titles are a com- 
bination of Bulmer and Spartan. 

Oxford Paper Co.’s Carfax Eggshell, 
a 50 lb. base weight antique was fur- 
nished for the text paper by Kennelly 
Paper Co., N.Y., Carfax Eggshell is a 
cream-white sheet bulking 346 pages to 
one inch. For end leaf, Schuylkill Pa- 
per Co.’s grey endpaper was supplied 
by Gane Brothers & Co. N.Y. 

Undoubtedly a major contributing 
factor to the smooth production run of 
“Anatomy” was the combined produc- 
tion facilities of H. Wolff Book Mfg. 
Co., N.Y., where the entire St. Martin’s 
edition was designed, printed and 
bound under one roof. The manufac- 
turing process also involved the pro- 
duction of plastic plates and _ typeset- 
ting by Wolff. 

The first printing order was a small 
advance run for reviewers and opinion 
makers of 5,000 copies. The second 
printing, six weeks before publication, 
was 15,000. Subsequent orders were for 
16,000, 15,000, 28,000, 25,000 and 15,- 


000 copies. Over 150,000 copies were 
also produced for the Book-of-the- 
Month club edition from a duplicate 
set of plates. 

First signs of wear in the plates were 
observed after the fifth printing, and 
eight pages of text were replaced. Oth- 
erwise, little wear was evidenced either 
for folios or on the edges of the text. 

As each printing got underway, pa- 
per orders were initiated for subse- 
quent printings. A continuous produc- 
tion of 5,000 books per week was soon 
established with each new printing or- 
der placed while the plates were still 
on the press completing the previous 
order. 

Cloth and paper for a_ three-piece 
case were ordered through the manu- 
facturer. Two shades of red were chos- 
en by Mrs. Crumley with the darker 
shade, Holliston Paycko, for the spine 
and Strathmore Beau Brilliant for the 
sides, furnished by Schlosser Paper Co., 
N.Y. 

Stamping on the binding design was 
accomplished in imitation gold leaf on 
a black panel for the title and imita- 
tion gold for the author and publisher. 
A matching black top stain completes 
the design. 

Perhaps the most difficult aspect of 
the book’s preparation was the selec- 
tion of jacket art. Three artists were 
employed at different times and a large 
variety of sketches were submitted. Fi- 
nally, an illustration of a courtroom 
scene by Frank Darling was selected 
and printed in three colors by letter- 
press at H. Wolff. 

Editing “Anatomy” for St. Martin’s 
Press was F. Sherman Baker with Ja- 
cek Galazka and Diane Wheeler Nich- 
olson in charge of production coordi- 
nation and promotion. Retail price was 
set at $4.50.

efforts at economizing with thin paper, 
a problem of “proper balance” also oc- 
curs in specifying the desired qualities 
of a given stock. Basic features which 
buyers should be aware of are degree 
of ink penetration, opacity, tearing 
strength, body or degree of stiffness, 
and accurate sheeting. 

Of primary concern, however, is opac- 
ity and its effect on color, brightness, 
weight, bulk, finish, and sizing. Add- 
ing a cream tint to paper tends to in- 
crease the opacity and reduces the 
contrast of any “show through.” An 
increase in brightness, on the other 
hand, has an adverse effect on opacity. 
It is frequently argued that by lower- 
ing brightness through the addition of 
color, contrast between type and paper 
is lost. 

Sizing in itself would have little ef- 
fect on opacity, except that to harden 
a paper it is nesessary to reduce the 
clay or filler content. This will result 
in lower opacity. As the finish is in- 
creased, there is a lowering of bulk 
and opacity. 


Pigments & dyes 

With an increase in bulk or weight, 
opacity will, of course, increase al- 
though the paper manufacturer is lim- 
ited in the degree of bulk he can pro- 
vide by the amount of fiber in the 
paper. To increase opacity without 
increasing bulk or basis weight, it 
would be necessary to increase the filler. 

A major reason for the handling dif- 
ficulties common with thin paper is the 
large degree of static generated and its 
attendant problems. Aware of this fact, 
paper manufacturers include a_ stand- 
ard five per cent moisture content 
which can be varied slightly (5% per 
cent) to meet individual specifications. 

To obtain moderate printing speeds 
on letterpress equipment, an English 
Finish or Machine Finish paper should 
be selected. If the paper is too limp or 
lacks sufficient rigidity, it will have a 
tendency to cling to cylinder or form. 

If the halftones to be used are finer 
than 120 line screen, a super-calendered 
book paper should be considered. 

The extent to which thin papers are 
receptive to ink depends in great part 
on the fillers and fibers used. Sizing 
can also be varied somewhat according 
to specifications, although penetration 
of the ink and subsequent “show 
through” is difficult to determine until 
samples are actually run on the press. 
An “Opacity Gauge” can be used to 
test for visual transparency but should 
not be mistaken as a test for ink pene-

Nor WITHOUT SOME BASIC LIMITATIONS, 
the IBM Executive Typewriter neverthe- 
less, has made a near-perfect impres- 
sion with a growing number of cold 
type enthusiasts. 

For such publishers as Doubleday & 
Co., Horizon Press, Wm. Morrow, Vik- 
ing Press, and John Wiley & Sons, IBM 
has resulted in savings of more than 
50% over hot metal composition. 

To veteran book designer and com- 
positor Freda Browne, N.Y.C., and com- 
position houses such as George Repro- 
duction Co., S. F.. and Boffer Business 
Service, N.Y.C., IBM more than bal- 
ances its limitations with “greater 
“flexibility, economy and_ ease of 
operation.” 

Frequently used in combination with 
other cold type composition methods, 
IBM composition is unanimously rated 
as the most economical method avail- 
able. As in all phases of cold type, sav- 
ings are greatest in tabular work and/or 
unjustified copy in one face and one 
size. It has been used however, for every 
conceivable type of material from cross- 
word puzzles to charts for an encyclo- 
pedia of jazz. 


Mixing typefaces 


Since each IBM machine contains only 
one face in a fixed point size, at least 
two or three typewriters provide a flexi- 
bility in mixing typefaces. Currently 
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Set on IBM Executive typewriters by Freda Browne, N.Y.C., are these 
case-bound editions by Doubleday & Co., Horizon Press, Viking Press, 
and William Morrow & Co., N. Y. publishers. 


available are 16 different IBM Executive 
faces in sizes ranging from 6 to 14 
point, including selections in bold 
weight roman, medium weight roman, 
sans serif, square serif and script. 

Classical characteristics of equal 
weight as opposed to extreme thicks 
and thins of modern faces are contained 
in two IBM faces, Charter and Text. In 
the Transitional category where there 
is greater variation in the thickness of 
strokes and lighter, more refined serifs 
are the IBM Executive Modern, Docu- 
mentary, Bold Face and Execuptive 
Secretarial faces. 

The design of IBM typefaces are 


known for their similarity to hot metal 
faces more than any other typewriter al- 
though competition has become increas 
ingly stiffer of late. In actual size for 
example, a 12 pt. Bold #1 on IBM 
more closely approximates the size of 4 
12 pt. Linotype face than competitive 
cold type machines. 


Four variations 

As a Proportional Spacer, there are 
four variations in letter widths on the 
IBM—the “m”, for example, being three 
times the width of an “i”. In_ printers’ 
type, separate letters usually live five 
variations in width and for some special 
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favorite features as IBM composition wins publishing acclaim

faces, seven or eight different widths. 

A commonly used method in obtain- 
ing varied sizes of a particular font is 
by photographic reductions and enlarge- 
ments. Because the machine has an 
electric touch, impression control is 
comparatively stable eliminating the pro- 
blem of distortion for enlargements and 
increasing legibility for drastic reduc- 
tions. In addition, a paper carbon rib- 
bon used only once further assures uni- 
form density of impression. 

Although all cold type machines are 
“electrified,” IBM is one of the few 
with an “electric touch” which serves to 
imcrease speed of operation, permits 
longer periods of sustained typing, and 
gives a uniform color to the typed page. 
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Lacking a common language tape for 
automatic justification, text matter on 
the IBM must be typed twice. However, 
many compositors and book designers 
prefer this manual control rather than 
the mechanical one in which spacing 
may repeatedly occur between conson- 
ants with ascenders and descenders in- 
stead of between two vowels. With less 
mechanical settings to learn, operation 
is somewhat simplified although ad- 
mittedly slower than machines which 
feature automatic justification. 


Special ratchets 

To vary leading, a typist can govern 
the amount of space between lines by 
means of several ratchets that are avail- 




















































able for the IBM Executive typewrit- 
ers. Ratchets however, cannot be in- 
terchanged indescriminately. With 12 
pt. faces for example, the 55 tooth 
ratchet provides 12 on 14.4 pt..,while 
the 66 ratchet sets 12 pt. solid. Special 
charts on the subject are provided by 
IBM as an aid in typographic planning. 

When setting special mathematical 
symbols, interchangeable keys are avail- 
able from IBM and special keys can be 
made to order. 

To add emphasis to words, headings 
and captions, an automatic word ex- 
pander lever is provided which automat- 
ically inserts an extra unit of space 
after each character. 

Another advantage to the IBM ma- 
chine is a tabular key which greatly 
simplifies columner work. On other cold 
type machines no such provision is made 
and the setting of technical or tabular 
material is frequently complicated by 
numerous adjustments and mechanical 
settings. 

For these reasons, an important bene- 
fit in the IBM operation is the compara- 
tive ease of training a skilled operator. 
However, a proficient typist must also 
be trained in typographic design and 
planning. Some publishers such as 
Henry Holt & Co., N. Y., have pur- 
chased their own IBM machines for this 
purpose. 


Training period varies 


No exact time limit can be placed on 
the training period since it will vary ac- 
cording to the operator’s previous back- 
ground and the quality or type of work 
which must be accomplished. However, 
a reasonable expectation for a qualified 
operator is about one year. 

Field reports on IBM maintenance 
have been excellent. With few excep- 
tions, repairmen are reputed to be well 
trained and the waiting period for serv- 
ice is comparatively short. Service is 
also less expensive on the IBM machine 
than for more complex models. 

For the future, IBM has planned the 
development of several new type de- 
signs and is presently conducting re- 
search studies on a possible rearrange- 
ment of keys for increased speed and 
efficiency of operation.

This careful checking was necessary 
to insure both doctrinal and typograph- 
ical accuracy to the closest tolerance. 
It was supplemented by further proof- 
reading by the printer’s own staff. 


The book was illustrated with 56 
pages of reproductions of great art 
masterpieces. Forty-eight were done in 
full color letterpress and a_ special 
eight page section showing Roger van 
der Weyden’s famous painting, “The 
Descent From the Cross” both in full 
and in seven separate details, repro- 
duced by a_ special six-color litho- 
graphic process. 

To supplement a message from Pope 
Pius XII, a full color photographic 
portrait of the Pope by Yousuf Karsh 
was included. Provision was also made 
for a presentation page and a 12-page 
family register, printed in color on pa- 
per specially made to simulate parch- 
ment. Eight pages of maps, specially 
designed endpapers and a bookmark 
containing a prayer before the reading 
of any part of the Scriptures, all in 
color, appear in the volume. 


Color engravings were made by Aus- 
tin Miles Ltd. of London, and Henry 
Stone and Son (Printers) Ltd. of Bam- 
bury, England, and were printed by 
Tillotsons (Bolton) Ltd., England, and 
Stone. The offset plates and printing 
were done by Van Leer and Co., N.V., 
of Amsterdam. 

Gilding was done in Holland using 
gold on all three edges. To meet the 
publisher’s production requirements, a 
large portion of the Dutch gilding fa- 
cilities was tied up for many months. 

Special packaging has been provid- 
ed for both editions. The limited edi- 
tion is boxed in a cloth solander case 
with white leather labels printed in 
gold for permanent protection. The reg- 
ular edition is boxed in a blue and 
gold gift container. 

English distribution will be handled 
by Longmans, Green and Co., Ltd., 
who secured the rights for the British 
Commonwealth, with the exception of 
Canada, where sales will be handled 
by McClelland and Stewart Ltd.. of 
Toronto, Hawthorn’s Canadian repre- 
sentatives. The combined needs of all 
the publishers made necessary a first

LABOR

Can you discipline union officers if employees go out 
on an “unauthorized” strike? 


What Happened: 

The union contract had the usual “no strike” clause. One 
morning, a group of employees in one department protested 
to their supervisor that they should receive average hourly 
earnings on a certain job. The department head listened to 
their complaint, and said he would have an answer for them 
the following morning. The next day the supervisor told the 
group that they were not entitled to average hourly pay. 
This made the employees unhappy. Instead of taking their 
grievance to the second step, they went out on strike. They 
returned two days later. Before the strike, the union presi- 
dent and the shop steward did very little to prevent the walk 








out. After the men returned to work, the company gave the 
union officers a four-week layoff on the grounds that they 
had been neglectful in their duty to do all in their power to 
keep the men on the job. The union defended its officials, 
arguing that they should not be singled out for discipline. 
If discipline is called for, then all the workers should be 
made to suffer the consequences of their actions. 


Was the Union: RIGHT (] WRONG[] ? 


What Arbitrator Pearce Davis ruled: “Arbitrators 
have repeatedly held that union officials have a special duty 
and responsibility to see that ‘no strike’ clauses in a contract 
are adhered to by rank and file employees. Compliance with 
contract obligations is a dual duty. Local union officials 
are the spokesmen for the workers. They are their leaders, 
and therefore have responsibilities over and beyond those of 
the rank and file. Local union officials are obligated aggres- 
sively to oppose actions that violate commitments undertaken 
in good faith. They are bound, by virtue of their office, to set 
personal examples of opposition to contract violations. They 
cannot be passive; they must vigorously seek to prevent con- 
tract violations by their members.” The grievance was 


denied. The arbitrator held that the lay-off penalty was 
Justified. 
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Does efficiency resulting from mechanization give 
management the right to reduce its workforce? 


What Happened: 


Ten years ago, the company embarked on a long-range 
cost-reduction program. It did this because it found that 
costwise, it had fallen behind its competitors. One of the 
reasons for costs being out of line was that in many areas, 
the competitors had changed over to mechanical equipment 

















controls instead of hand operations. It followed suit by 
utilizing IBM equipment. For example: 


1. Sales statistical information that had heretofore been 
gathered by clerks in regional offices was transferred to 


IBM machines. This did the work of 4 or 5 clerks. 


2. In the payroll department, 35 clerks made a manual 
payroll register, using job tickets which were produced 
by timekeepers. By mechanizing this, 30 clerks were 
let go. 


3. Then they extended the modernization of its timekeep- 
ing procedures by introducing key-punching. This led 
to reduction of timekeepers from 15 to 9. 


The 6 timekeepers were members of the union. They 
refused to consider the alternative offered by management to 
take tests for other jobs, or be laid off. The union argued 
that management had no right to transfer jobs done by its 
members, the timekeepers, to office personnel using IBM 
machines. The company argued: 


“To stay competitive, we must mechanize. We are not 
transferring the timekeepers’ work to office people. By using 
IBM machines, we have established a new procedure, and 
therefore, new jobs. The timekeeper who worked with pencil 
and paper has been replaced by machines. Under the gen- 
eral theory of “management rights” we have the prerogative 
to eliminate or create work tasks.” 

Was the Company: RIGHT(] WRONCG[] ? 
What Arbitrator Paul Pigors ruled: “Is the union 
correct in saying that the additional work now done by office 
personnel is the same work that was formerly done by time- 
keepers in the bargaining unit? It is evident that the work, 
as now performed, is different. For example, ‘mark-sensing’ 
has been eliminated. More effective utilization of keypunch 
equipment and other mechanized processes enable manage- 
ment to originate and develop automatic reports of all kinds 
which would have been uneconomical by manual methods. 
This is not a question of saving a little money at the expense 
of the timekeepers. The objective is to strengthen the com- 
pany’s competitive position and by so doing, make sure that 
there will be ample work opportunity for all concerned, 
members of the union and management.” Grievance denied.

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order to protect Brown, the foreman marked “ill” on the 
record sheet, instead of “intoxicated.” Brown didn’t show up 
for 3 days. He was fired for not having a satisfactory ex- 
planation for not coming to work. Brown didn’t deny his 
intoxication, but he maintained that this was an illness, not 
a vice, and therefore was a sastisfactory explanation. To 
further bolster his case, he pointed to the foreman’s record, 
which noted that he was “ill.” 


Was the Worker: RIGHT (] WRONGT] ? 


What Arbitrator Joseph Shister ruled: “Brown was 
not ill in the accepted meaning of the term, and therefore 
his condition could not be accepted as a satisfactory expla- 
nation. Grievance denied.”

tact strip film positives are made which 
are cemented to the original positives. 

Because of an adhesive backing 
which is placed on the back of the film, 
makeup or the arrangement of copy 
blocks, headings and illustrations, is 
greatly simplified. Wax is used to 
paste-up in preference to rubber ce- 
ment. It is mixed and retained in a 
Potdevin gluer. 

For boxed items and other vertical 
rules, Chronister draws his lines with 
an X-Acto knife on frosted acetate. He 
has found that this provides a better 
quality rule than even ink will give. 
Type and rules can be composed to- 
gether on the Fotosetter although in 
heavy ruled work, the negative may be 
ruled up, and the type stripped in 
place. 

For display type, Graphic Services 
offers 20 fonts of Pro-Type in 24 pt. 
which can be enlarged or reduced to 
the required size on sensitized film. 
The spacing of letters, words and lines 
is accurately controlled so that the 
usual cutting and pasting-up of as- 
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sorted strips is avoided and better qual- 
ity insured. 


Positioning and corrections 


Positioning of chapter titles, running 
heads, picture captions, text and folios 
is accomplished by the make-up man 
on a vacuum make-up table, which in- 
sures perfect alignment. Corrections are 
made in a similar manner using reg- 
ister holes which are punched auto- 
matically in the film prior to photo- 
graphing. 

The correction device includes a line- 
strip punch, locating pins for the reg- 
ister holes, and a dial for adjusting 
the pins to type size and line spacing. 
When the punch is operated, it cuts out 
the original line and the corrected line 
to exactly the same size. 

An illuminated vacuum box or frame 
facilitates insertion of the corrected 
line in the original film or paper. The 
inserted strips are fastened with trans- 
parent tape while held in position by 
the vacuum.

Th~ first five-knife McCain trimmer in the Chicago area was 
recently installed at the I. S. Berlin Press, where it is used 
in automatic two-up trimming of pamphlets, books and sim- 
ilar material. 

\lthough the McCain trimmer is designed to trim to a 
maximum of 18” between outermost head and foot, the 
Berlin Press also uses the machine on multiple-up publica- 





tions having a trim dimension greater than 18”. 

This is done by first stitching the units with a heavy-duty 
Christensen stitcher which handles long, multiple-up publica- 
tions, and avoids cutting them apart first and doubling or 
tripling the lots to be stitched. 

The publications are next cut into two two-up and one 
one-up units by the Brackett trimmer and are finish trimmed 
by the McCain, to take maximum advantage of its high 
speed automatic features.

B&OR. R. PLANT HAS BUSY BINDERY 


Although printing plants and binderies have been known to 
turn up in fields completely alien to publishing (in the strict- 
est sense of the word), railroading is one area of industry 
where the maintenance of printing and binding facilities by 
a major carrier would admittedly be off the beaten track. 
(No pun intended. ) 

The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, to keep its employees 
informed on the latest in operational and other essential in- 
formation, maintains its own printing plant, which turns out 
printed matter ranging from business cards to the company 
magazine. 

In printing timetables, letterheads, freight and passenger 
tariffs, and annual reports, the B & O plant uses letterpress 
and offset equipment. Composing room equipment includes 
Linotypes and Monotypes, and camera and_plate-making 
equipment for offset work. 

Eleven letterpress machines are used in the pressroom, in- 
cluding a flatbed perfector, plus one web-fed and two sheet- 
fed offset presses. 

In the bindery, four folders, three hand-operated wire 
stitchers, one semi-automatic four-station gathering and 
stitching machine, and four cutters—including an automatic 
spacer cutter—are used. 

Jobs range from less than a thousand to five million 
copies. Page-wise, the largest single job was a freight tariff 
of 2,186 pages.

Paper wrinkling can be reduced during 
offset presswork by positioning intra- 
red lights approximately 20 to 24 inches 
from the pile in feeder. The lights 
should be angled from top of pile down- 
ward; if placed too high above the pile 
only the top sheets receive the benefit 
of the heat. 

The use of heat infra-red lights will 
eliminate 95 percent of wrinkles and 
has been a contributing factor in in- 
creased production.

Ruling with graphite 


Q. We have received persistent 
requests from customers to supply ruled 
forms on tracing paper to be used in 
the Minnesota Mining & Mfg. Co. 
Thermofax machine. Enclosed is a 
sample sheet from a customer who tells 
us the ruler who did it before gave him 
an unsatisfactory job since it will not 
work in the machine. Graphite is not 
miscible in water so it will not mix 
with ordinary ruling inks. 


Would you please favor us with 
whatever information or suggestions 
which will satisfactorily solve this prob- 
lem?

A. Your problem stems from 
the fact that the Thermofax will repro- 
duce only carbon and metallic based 
inks since its operation is based on a 
heat principle. No known method has 
yet been found to introduce a metallic 
substance into pen ruling inks. A 
waterproof ink consisting of shellac 
suspended in a solution of alcohol 
would not make pen ruling ink opaque 
and this of course, is the key to the 
problem. No one, though, has found 
the solution. 


A suggestion which we can offer. is 
to consider the use of India ink for a 
small run of this type of work. One 
supplier of India ink is the Higgins 
Ink Co., 271 9th St., Brooklyn, N.Y. 
India ink would not be recommended 
for production work because of its high 
cost as compared to pen ruling inks 
and because the pen ruling machine 
would have to be slowed down and 
watched very closely. It’s a tedious 
operation but since it is a pizment ink, 
it should do the job.

WORLD NEWS 


West Germany: The output of the West 
German printing industry in 1957 was 
worth DM 2,970 million, compared 
with DM 2,670 million in. 1956, accord- 
ing to figures released by the West Ger- 
man Statistics Office. 

However, it was pointed out that part 
of the increase in value is due to higher 
costs of production. 

Handelsblatt, widely-read West Ger- 
man financial and economic journal, 
states that exhibitors at DRUPA are 
fully satisfied with the results of the 
fair. Their order books are full and 
some of them have sold their output 
until the end of this year. 

Some 338,000 visitors, including 
80,000 guests from abroad, visited 
DRUPA. With entry charges higher 
than in the past there were fewer sight- 
seers and visitors while genuine buying 
interest stood a better chance.

Soviet Russia: A large, fully automated 
printing works is being built by the 
Russians at Tchekhov, near Moscow. 
When completed, the works will in- 
clude a special binding shop and plant 
for color processes, and will be used 
for book production and periodicals. 

A new model photo-composing ma- 
chine has been designed in Russia, with 
the aim of designing a program control 
of composing. Although still experi- 
mental, the machines are already at 
work in printing house, particularly 
in offset printing. 

Other developments in the Soviet 
Printing industry include greater use of 
electronic guards, and the use of colour 
printing in newspapers.

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India: Preparations have been made 
by the Indian Government to acquire 
land near Coimbatore and Koratti to 
establish Government Printing Presses.

Johannesburg: Hinges in binding 
boards to be used as covers for quar- 
ter-bound books may be cut with the

The 
depth of cut can be regulated accord- 
ing to the thickness of board being 
used, and it handles 1, 14% and 2 Jb. 
boards. 

No bookcloth or manila inner hinge 
or gluing is required, resulting in a 
much stronger one-piece cover. After 
the covers have been hinged on the 
machine, they are placed on the book 
and wire-stitched in the normal man- 
ner. Bookcloth is then placed round 
the spine and pressed into the groove 
which has been cut out.
